Experience has shown that when schools through 
educational program and definite administrative 
policy actively encourage pupils obtain periodic 
medical examinations from their private physician, 
majority them so. 
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The exchange health information between the 
school and the physician has been demonstrated 
important factor safeguarding the health the 
individual child. important that teachers know 
the physical limitations their pupils; the physician, 
sharing his knowledge about pupil’s health can 
help the teachers better understand their pupils and 
frequently enable them assist the solution their 
health problems. also permits adaptation the 
school program where this necessary restricted 
physical activity program for child with rheumatic 
heart disease. The teachers must made thoroughly 
aware the necessity for safeguarding all matters 
confidential nature. medical examination form, ap- 
proved the local medical society, would make pos- 
sible the channeling this useful information from the 
doctor’s office the school. 


Teacher Observation 


recent years teachers have been trained ob- 
serve and record noticeable deviations from normal 
health and behavior their pupils. Students suspected 
the teacher—on the basis her day day observa- 
tions—of having health problem are referred through 
the medical department their private physicians for 
medical examination. Certain the information and 
impressions gained through the teacher’s daily observa- 
tions very helpful the physician responsible for 
medical supervision the child. exchange in- 
formation about pupils’ health enables both physician 
and school better job health supervision.

Four important sewage disposal problems were con- 
sidered the State Board Public Health its 
September meeting. 

Problems Santa Clara County, Los Angeles City, 
Orange County and the City Modesto were reviewed 
and its was recommended that the State Director 
Public Health take further action where violations 
state law exist. 

Specifically, reports made and action taken in- 
cluded 


Santa Clara County 


Plans and measures for the control industrial 
waste, sewage and garbage disposal the cities 
Santa Clara County bordering San Francisco Bay have 
not been developed and presented the State Depart- 
ment Public Health previously requested. Mean- 
while, number gross local nuisances continue 
the vicinity sewer outfalls, cannery waste dumps and 
garbage disposal areas. 

Following this report, the board recommended that 
the State Director Public Health remind the various 
cities that they are discharging sewage without per- 
mit violation state law and notify them that 
schedule for preparation engineering plans, filing 
application for sewage disposal permit and for con- 
structing and financing satisfactory project not 
presented the department before October 1948, 
legal proceedings would initiated. 

The board also recommended that the director ad- 
vise the industries disposing industrial waste and 
garbage without license that they are violation 
state law with October 1st again set the final 
date for cessation this violation. 


City Los Angeles 

The cost constructing the new sewage treatment 
and disposal works for the City Los Angeles Hy- 
perion has exceeded original estimates and funds are 
not now available the city for completion the 
necessary work.
